There were flickers of violence 
in North Africa over the week- 
end, but the disturbances were 
minor compared to the out- 
breaks the week before. 

In Morocco, farm houses were 
burned near Casablanca and 
Marrakech and several tele- 
phone lines were cut over the 
country.

The most serious incident oc- 
curred inside the Tunisian fron- 
tier, about 40 miles south of 
the Kasserine pass, where 
French troops clashed with a 
band of 200 rebels. The rebels 
were said to have crossed into 
Tunisia from Algeria.

REA Head’s Report 


Says ‘It Is Usually 
Advantageous to In- 
tegrate’? — Mounting 
Needs Cited.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29—The 
Eisenhower Administration is 
stepping up its drive to force 
rural electric co-operatives to in- 
tegrate with private power com- 
panies, it was indicated today in 
a report by Ancher Nelsen, head 
of the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration. 


The report, dealing with REA | 


loans to generating and trans- 
mission co-ops, 
was 
that at this stage in the program 
it is usually advantageous to in- 
tegrate or interconnect REA-fi- 
nanced facilities with those of 
other power suppliers.” 

An REA spokesman told the | 
Post-Dispatch the phrase “other | 
power suppliers” referred prim- 
arily to private power companies. 
He said the report was meant to | 
show that Nelsen was “placing | 
increased emphasis” on tie-ins | 
by rural co-ops with private elec- | 
tric utilities. | 

“In most power supply situa- | 
tions,” Nelsen said, integration 
of rural co-op power with that | 
supplied by private firms “turns | 
out to be the approach that as-| 
sures dependability of service | 
and lowest cost.” In any case, he | 
added, “the plan that offers 
farmers the best deal is the plan 
that gets REA approval.” 

Predicts Expansion. 

Nelsen predicted that power 
needs of approximately 1000 
rural electric co-ops throughout 
the country will double by 19€5 
and more than triple by 1975. | 
He said one of the REA’s “‘prin- | 
cipal responsibilities’ was help- 
ing co-ops meet their mounting 
power requirements. |

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MOTHERS TO GUARD 
SCHOOL CROSSES 


County Supetintendents to 
Take Steps to Set Up Volun- 
teer Traffic Corps. 


Steps to organize St. ouls 
county mothers into a traffic 
corps for guarding school cross- 
ings will be taken at a meeting 
of county school superintend- 
ents Thursday at 1:30 p.m. in 
the office of Supt. George Voss- 
brink, Clayton. 

The organization will be pat- 


terned after the Maryland 
Heights Mothers’ Protective 
Guard, a volunteer group 


formed last year in that munici- 
pality, Detective Sgt. Elmer H. 
Jarvis of the county police de- 
partment said. 

Police Superintendent Albert 
E. DuBois, in a letter inviting 
school officials to meet with 
him and Vossbrink, said both in- 
corporated and unincorporated 
areas of the county lacked po- 
lice personnel to guard cross- 
ings adequately. 

“A permanent, long-range 
program for guarding school 
crossings is vitally necessary,” 
DuBois said. “Over-all aspects 
of the problem require joint 
county-community action on all 
levels.” 

Set. Jarvis recalled that the 
Maryland Heights organization 
had come into being after moth- 
ers there became disturbed 
about lack of protection for 
children walking to or from 
schools. One child had been 
killed and twoeseriously injured 
at crossings. 

Originally about 100 strong, 
the mothers patrolled all inter- 
sections last year and there were 
no accidents after the system 
was instituted. Jarvis, then a 
deputy constable, gave them a 
training course on traffic-direc- 
tion techniques. 

Members of the Maryland 
Heights organization, serving 
without pay, purchased their 
own uniforms, consisting of Navy 
blue skirt, while blouses, blue 
ties and overseas caps. 

Jarvis said the Maryland 
Heights Mothers’ Protective 
Guard, now numbering 70 per- 
sons, will begin another train- 
ing course tonight in prepara- 
tion for the opening of school in 


September. 


NLRB Split on Punishing Union 


For Unfair Labor Practices 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP) 
—The National Labor Relations 
Board split yesterday in decid- 
ing not to punish a union for 
unfair labor practices against 
its own employes. 


The 3-2 ruling brought a sharp 
complaint from dissenting mem- 
bers that employers “will no 
doubt be astonished to learn” 
that unions are free to engage 
in the same conduct forbidden 
to employers. 

The two dissenters said they 
“believe the decision achieves a 
paradoxical and unwarranted re- 
sult in permitting unions to deny 
to their own employes the very 
rights and privileges which 
unions have so vigorously advo- 
cated and won for employes of 
others. 

“Labor unions are now free to 
flout the very statutory provi- 
sions which they ardently cham- 
pion and which havé been hailed 
as the Magna Carta of labor.” 


The case that brought the 
ruling was the first to come be- 
fore the board in its 20-year 
history in which a union was 
charged with unfair labor prac- 
tices toward its own employes. 
It involved a wide variety of 
Taft-Hartley law charges against 
an AFL Teamsters Union sub- 
division in Portland, Ore. 


NLRB Examiner Martin S. 
Bennett found the Teamsters or- 
ganization guilty of trying to 
prevent Teamster employes from 
joining the rival AFL Office 
Employes Union. Bennett said 
the Teamsters had fired several 
workers and tried to get an- 
other to “take a trip” to avoid 
testifying in an NLRB investi- 
gation. 

The NLRB majority, overrul- 
ing the trial examiner and dis- 
missing the case, was composed 
of former chairman Guy Farmer, 
Ivar Peterson and Abe Mur- 
dock. The decision was reached 
prior to Farmer’s resignation 
last week. 

Farmer and Peterson said un- 
ions come under the NLRB rule 
against taking cases involving 
non-profit organizations. Mur- 
dock said he would consider such 
charges only when the union is 
operating an all-out business en- 
terprise. 

Philip Ray Rodgers and Boyd 
Leedom dissented. They said the 
examiner’s finding indicated the 
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Portland Teamsters group had 
“run the entire gamut of em- 
ployer unfair labor practices” in 
the case. They expressed belief 
that Congress intended _ the 
NLRB to apply the law to unions 
in their capacity as employers. 


Rodgers and Leedom said a 
study of NLRB files showed at 
least 28 other. cases of unions 
charged in recent years with un- 


fair labor practices. Most of 
these were dismissed, wthdrawn 
or compromised before reaching 
the full board. 

“It is unrealistic in any case,” 
the dissenters said “to believe 
that a Congress which—animated 
by a desire to make the Wagner 
act a two-way street—adopted 
an elaborate code of restrictions 
upon labor unions, could have 
intended to strike down in whole 
or in part the only limitations in 
the Wagner act upon labor union 
conduct, 

“Such a view not only takes 
language out of context but ig- 
nores the mood of Congress in 
passing the Taft-Hartley act.”

Night Clubs ibs Have Rough |!

MOUND CITY, Ill., Aug. 29— 
While Alexander county dice | 
games continue in operation | 
whenever Illinois state police are 
looking the other way, gamblers | 
in adjoining Pulaski county have | 
been having a rough time since | 
Sheriff Robert A. Aldrich took | 
office last December. | 

Aldrich, said to be the first | 
Democratic sheriff elected here | 
since the Civil War, 
Post-Dispatch today he said “No” 
=| to the first gambler who ree | 
'quested permission to operate, | 
'and has not let up in his efforts | 
to keep gamblers out of business. | 

“I know they're ready to go 
‘the minute I relax,” he said. 
gw have no doubt that the gamblers 
| have slot machines ready to run 
in to the county if they thought 
they could get away with it. 
I'll just have to keep after 
them.” 

Until former Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson sent state police offi- 
cers into Pulaski county in 1950, 
gamblers had openly flouted the 
state gambling laws. Big dice 
games attracted many players 
‘from nearby Cairo, Ill., and Pa- 
|ducah, Ky. Slot machines were | 
|being operated in taverns, res- | 
'taurants and filling stations. | 

Since the state raids, the gam- | 
| blers had been operating on a 

“sneak” basis, but they have 
‘found it difficult to “sneak” on 
| Aldrich. 

“It’s real easy to find out i 
there’s a game going anywhere,” 
Aldrich said. “All I have to do 
is drive by a place. If there 
‘are a few old country Cars 
parked outside I know every- 
thing’s all right. If brand new 
|Oldsmobiles, Cadillacs and 
|Chryslers are parked there ] 
know they’re shooting dice.” 
| Aldrich suspected last March 
‘that some of his taverns and 
‘night clubs were cheating. He 
invited the Illinois State Police 
to send in plainclothes officers | 
'to check. They found one club, | 
run for Negroes, was operating 
a dice game. The equipment | 
was seized. 

None of the clubs is doing 
well now. The most elaborate— | 
massive Club Winchesier, where 
the Alexander County Bar Asso- | 
ciation played host to the state 
bar in 1948—has been closed. 
_The operator, Lester (Shot) Win- 
chester, has moved to a smaller | 
place nearby. 
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Winchester, who once was s0) 
powerful he enjoyed political | 
immunity in the county, is now | 
facing nine indictments charg- | 
ing him with receiving stolen 
property. The charges grew out | 
of the arrest of five men who} 
made admissions to Aldrich | 
clearing up burglaries of 23 tav- 
erns, garages and filling sta- 
tions. 

Aldrich told the Post-Dispatch 
| Winchester was indicted by a 
grand jury which the sheriff 
handpicked last monfh. 

“It's difficult to get a convic- 
tion against a man like Winches- 


ter in this county,” he said. 


Aldrich, 44 years old, worked 
a 530-acre farm, drove a school | 
bus and was a carpenter before 
he accepted his first political 
appointment in 1949. He served 
as a state parole officer in eight 
southern Illinois counties in the 
Stevenson administration, from 
1949 to 1953. 


“A lot of Democrats and some | 
Republicans asked me to run 
for sheriff last year,’ he said. 
“They got together a pot of $390 
and began working for me. I put. 
‘in eight hours a day as a Car-| 
penter and campaigned nights 
and Sundays.” | 

Aldrich defeated Walter Waite, | 
formerly the dominant Republi- | 
can political power in the coun- | 
ity. Waite’s star has faded, how- | 
jever, since he was fined $3000 | 
‘by a federal judge in 1950 on 
election fraud charges, The elec- | 
‘tion frauds occurred while he | 
was county clerk. 

“I found the sheriff's office | 
was pretty bare of crime figh- 
ing equipment when I became | 
sheriff,” Aldrich said. “There | 
| wasn't even a pair of handcuffs. | 
About all I found were three ma- | 
chine guns and three sawed-off | 
shotguns. There wasn’t even a 
sheriff's car.” 
| Former Pulaski county sheriffs | 
were paid 10 cents a mile for'| 
jcuscesas private automobiles in | 
county service. Aldrich  dis-| 
'covered sheriffs had been paid |

Great Test of Peace to Coins 


To Work Out Big Four Directive 


Ministers Meet 


German Unification to Be the Big Issue 
at October Parley in Geneva — Risk 
Taken by Eisenhower Reverses Trend 
of World Affairs.

N THE LAST FOUR MONTHS the tide of world affairs has 
been reversed. Centered around the summit meeting of the 
heads of government of East and West, a series of dramatic 


changes has taken place that seems to promise a new era—if not 
of good will, then at least of peaceful toleration. 


It has, in short, been one of 
those crawded, history-making 
moments when, after long delay 
and uncertainty, everything is 
dared on a course of action. 
President Eisenhower took the 
step that no one had had the 
courage to e. He decided to 
try to make poce by direct 
negotiation in order to avoid a 
cataclysmic war. 

But how much does the 
change mean? Is it merely 
superficial and of brief dura- 
tion? Does this mean the ca- 
pitulation of the West, or is it 
possible for free nations to 
stay strong and resolute in a 
cold peace as in a cold war? 
This and othér articles to follow 
will attempt to summarize the 
significance of the four months 
that have seen such a swift 
transformation in the climate 
of the world. 

History of Parley. 

First, however, a little history 
is relevant. The idea of a top- 
level conference to try to settle 
the differences between the 
\estern and Eastern blocs was 
current long before thé Ejisen- 
hower Administration came to 
power. It had been suggested 
informally by Sir Winston 
Churchill and others, and the 
possibility had been debated by 
President Truman and,his Sec- 
retary of State, Dean Acheson. 

Surely, it was argued, if only 
the men with the real authority 
could sit down around a table 
they would be able to adjust the 
outstanding differences in such 
a way that both the free world 
and the Communist world could 
live side by side in comparative 
confidence. But the decision in 
the Truman-Acheson Adminis- 
tration was against a highly pub- 
licized meeting at the summit. 

Partly, this may be put down 
to timidity and the fierce attack 
on the Potsdam and Yalta agree- 
ments with the cry that large 
chunks of territory had been 
handed over to the Communists, 
But the reason given for refus- 
ing to consider bringing about 
such a conference was that the 
risk was too great. If it should 
take place and then fail, the 
danger of war would be greater 
than ever before. The final test 
of peace having broken down, 
there would be nothing left but 
to prepare for war as quickly as 
possible. 

Risk Was Real One. 

This may have been an excess 
of timidity but it can scarcely be 
denied that the risk was a real 
one. President Eisenhower was 
willing to take the chance. But 
that chance having been taken, 
it follows that the danger of 
vitimate failure in arriving at a 
e-ttlement is part of the atmos- 
rere of the moment. The world 
¢-cs not rest on a comfortable 
pl-teau as a result of Geneva. 

This is, rather, the moment 
when the expedition pauses for 
breath with the blank face of a 
cliff that must be scaled just 
above. The great test will come 
when the Foreign Ministers meet 
in Geneva in late October. 


Russians have taken an increas- 
ingly intransigent stand on main- 
taining two Germanys. This was 
the question on which the heads 
of government were farthest 
apart, the differences between 
West and East being scarcely 
concealed by the language of the 
final directive passing on the 
whole bundle of unsolved prob- 
lems to the Foreign Ministers. 
That directive, while stating that 
unification of Germany and a 
European security pact were in- 
tertwined, failed to give priority 
to unification as-a precondition 
to any pact. 
Adenauer’s Fears. 

It was this matter of priority 
on which the West had insisted 
and it is of first importance to 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 
Adenauer fears that negotiation 
on the assumption of two Ger- 
manys will freeze the present 
status for the indefinite future 
and thereby make it impossible 
to bring the 18,000,000 Germans 
in East Germany together with 
the nearly 50,000,000 Germans 
of West Germany. : 

This may, as some have hinted 
hopefully, be only a Soviet bar- 
gaining point and if and when 
a face-saving formula is found 
they will be willing to sacrifice 
their puppets in East Germany. 
But that is hard to believe, 
since, as the Russians have 
themselves several times said, 
they could never accept a re- 
united Germany joined to the 
Western alliance. And it is quite 
clear that this would be the 
choice of all the German people 
if they were free to make a 
choice. 

Thus the position of the two 
sides on the German issue ap- 
pears to be that of the immov- 
able object and the irresistible 
force. Perhaps a formula can 
be found in the intefval that 
will make at least the beginning 
of an agreement possible. It is 
more likely to come from Brit- 
ain’s foreign secretary, Harold 
Matmillan, than from either 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles or French Foreign Min- 
ister Antoine Pinay. 

Soviet Suggestions. 

Several times, since Geneva, 
the Soviet leaders have sug- 
gested that Prime Minister 
Eden’s proposed security pact 
was not too different from the 
one they put forward. A com- 


promise may prove possible if: 


the concept of German unifica- 
tion can be fitted into the frame- 
work of a European pact. 

Many have said since Geneva 
that regardless of whether the 
major issues are settled or not, 
the powers at the summit meet- 
ing did agree to renounce war 
as an instrument of policy, since 
war would mean mutual annihi- 
lation. This may be too optimis- 
tic. Yet there are the first 
signs, to be examined in a sub- 
sequent article, that the Rus- 
sians are ending the total secre- 
cy which has made a surprise 
attack a fearsome possibility 
constantly menacing the nations 
of the West where measures for

The Constitution provides that 
navigable streams are under the 
jurisdiction of the United States, 
not of a single state. Congress 
required that the Federat Gov- 
ernment must regulate the leas- 
ing of water-power dam sites 
and established a Federal Power 
Commission to issue the leases. 
Congress further specified that 
the leases could be for 50 years 
only, after which the utility 
would have amortized its invest- 
ment, made a profit and the 
dam site would be available for 
public use. 

Nevertheless, believe it or not, 
the Eisenhower Federal Power 
Commissioners are now in the 
process of issuing leases for 99 
years. 

Take a look at the case of 
Aluminum Corporation of Amer- 
ica, the Mellon-controlled giant 
which once had a complete 
monopoly on aluminum and was 
the object of a Justice Depart- 
ment suit to break that mo- 
nopoly. 

Refused to Build Plant. 

Alcoa was so adamant in its 
refusal to have its hydro-electric 
power leases regulated by the 
Federal Government that in 
1941 it refused to build a power 
plant on the Little Tennessee 
River despite approaching world 
war and the urgent need of alu- 
minum for the airplane indus- 
try. Alcoa, on Oct. 1, 1940, filed 
a declaration of intent to build 
the power plant, but finally 
withdrew. it rather than submit 
to federal regulation. 

This caused the Federal Power 
Commissioners, then under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, to state, 
on March 8, 1941: 

“Notwithstanding the public 
interest, Alcoa, through its sub- 
sidiaries, in effect, demonstrated 
that in its national defense ef-

fort it was unwilling to accept 
the reasonable limitations on un- 
earned increment in the value of 
its power project provided by 
Congress in the Federal Power 
Acts. 


“The Fontana situation is not 
the only instance in which Alcoa 
and its subsidiaries have shown 
ccmplete unwillingness to ac- 
cept ‘provisions of the federal 
law regardless of the -conse- 
quences to the national] defense 
for the public which they 
serve,” the FPC continued. 
“The refusal of Alcoa’s sub- 
sidiary to construct the Fontana 
project when required to obtain 
a license indicates that not even 
the urgent demand of national 
defense can alter its apparent 
determination never willingly to 
submit any of its hydro projects 
to the duly enacted requirement 
of federal law.” 


Alcoa continued to buck the 
FPC regarding the licensing of 
three power plants already built 
on the Little Tennessee and 
Cheoah rivers near the Ten- 
nessee-North Carolina border. 

When Andrew Mellon was 
Secretary of the Treasury and 
one of the most potent indus- 
trial figures in America, his 
aluminum company got away 
with this, but in 1941, the FPC, 
under Roosevelt, took steps to 
compel a license. Thirteen years 
of bitter litigation followed. 


Finally, almost a year ago, 
on Oct. 25, 1954, with new GOP 
Commissioners on the FPC, Al- 
coa applied for a license. In do- 
ing so, it devised a new “pack- 
age” plan. It lumped the three 
old, unlicensed projects into a 
package with a new ‘“Tallassee” 
development. 

So the obliging new FPC did 
not issue a license retroactively 
to cover the back years Alcoa 
had been operating without a 
license, Instead, on March 17, 
1955, it handed Alcoa a bonanza. 


It granted a license for the en-'A.D 


tire package which will not ex- 
pire until 2005 A.D. 

Another big company to get 
in on the package license bon- 
anza is Montana Power, or- 
ganized by the giant Elettric 
Bond & Share. Sidney A. Mit- 
chell, a former official] of Elec- 
tric Bond & Share and son of 
its founder, Sidney Z. Mitchell, 
has been Herbert Hooyer’s right 
hand man on the Government 
Reorganization Commission and 
was responsible for much of its 
anti-public-power recommenda- 
tions, 

Montana Power had eight pow- 
er plants on the Missouri river, 
built between 1906 and 1930, 
which were never licensed. The 
FPC in 1943 sued to require li- 
censes, but did not win until 
after almost 10 years of battling. 
Finally, in 1952 Montana Power 
applied for eight licenses, and, 
on Feb. 3, 1953, was given one 
of the-eight, retroactively, to ex- 
pire in 1979. 


Eisenhower Commission. 


This did not please Montana 
Power at all. However, this was 
only 13: days after Dwight D. 
Eisenhower took office and the 
old Truman FPC was still acting: 
So Montana Power asked for a 
rehearing, and put a package 
plan before the new Eisenhower 
commissioners. I: lumped eight 
old dam sites with a single new 
proposal, and, on June 14, 1955, 
applied for a single license to 
cover the nine dams. 

If the FPC continues its pres- 
ent procedure, as it seems sure 
to do, the license will néw expire 
in 2005 A.D. Since oné dam was 
built in 1906, this would make a 
total lease of 99 years. 


Third company to stretch out 
its leases is Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric, whose president, James 
Black, attends President Eisen- 
hower’s stag dinners and is a 
member of, Commerce Secretary 
Sinclair Weeks’s Business Ad- 
visory Council. 


Black has two dams, the Cari- 
bou and Almanor developments 
in California, due to expire in 
1968. So, on Jan, 19, 1955, the 
new FPC gave Pacific Gas & 
Electric a new license for a 
package covering these two old 
projects plus two proposed new 
projects called Beldon and Cari- 
bou No. 2, and obligingly ex- 
tended a license until 2004 A.D. 

In addition, P. G. & E. pack- 
aged its Strawberry and Relief 
dams on the Stanislaus river 
near San Francisco, due to ex- 
pire in 1986, with its Melones 
reservoir power plant, due to 
expire in 1977. The FPC then 
came through with a new pack- 
age license extending to 2005 


FORRESTAL, NAVY 
SUPER CARRIER, TO 
HAVE TEST TODAY 


' NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Aug. 
29 (UP)—The super aircraft car- 
rier Forrestal sails on its first 
trial run today. 

The 59,650-ton flattop, hailed 
by the Navy as “the most power- 
ful weapon in naval history,” 
makes its run into the Atlantic. 

The Forrestal, one of the most 


scheduled to make its first trial 
voyage on Aug. 15 for its build- 
er, the Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing and Drydock Co., but Hurri- 
can Diane canceled that. 


Now the builder’s sea trial has 
been combined with the Navy’s 
preliminary acceptance test into 
one cruise. 

Born and built amid atomic- 
age controversy over the merits 
of big ships and big bombers, 
the Forrestal is 1036 feet long. 

Congress approved the super 
carrier concept only after bitter 
controversy in which a Navy 
secretary resigned, a chief of 
naval operations was fire, a pro- 
longed Air Force-Navy fight de- 
veloped and a general attack was 
launched by top admirals on de- 
fense unification policies. 


SWIFT MEASURES 
TO END SUDANESE 
MUTINY PROMISED 


KHARTOUM, Aug. 29 (UP)— 
The government today promised 
swift measures to end the mutiny 
of southern troops of the Sudan 
defense force. 

The deadline set by Governor 
General Sir Alexander Knox 
Helm for surrender of the rebels 
passed yesterday with no sign 
of compliance. 

The government dispatched a 
message to the rebels which 
warned that “now that the sol- 
diers in Torit have finally re- 
fused to end the mutiny peace- 
fully the government is forced to 
take action to end it by other 
means quickly.” 

The rebels had asked that Brit- 
ish troops supervise the surren- 
der to insure the safety of the 
rebels. The government said 
this could not be done because 
the mutiny was a purely internal 
matter. 

The southern troops mutinied 
and seized Torit when they were 
ordered to the north.

Principal target of attack by

in southern Patagonia. 

Opposition politicans are mak- 
ing the most of this deal in an 
effort to whip up nationalist 
sentiment against the Peron gov- 
ernment. The opposition is led 
by the Radical party, which 
maintains that the” contract is 
one- dly in favor of the 
American company and consti- 
tutes a “sellout” of Argentina’s | 
natural resources. The contract, 
though signed, cannot become 
valid until approved by the 
Argentine congress. Congres-~ 
sional action is expected before 
the end of September. 

Radical party leaders have 
warned that even if the con- 
tract is ratified by the Peronist 
majority in congress, they will 
denounce it and re-examine it 
should they ever come _ into 
power. 

Dr. Adolfo Silenzi, a profes- 
sor of mining law in the faculty 
of laws here, has attracted con- 
siderable attention with a bitter 
point-by-point attack on the oil 
contract. Dr. Silenzi calls the oil 
deal the sort of thing cus- 
tomarily “imposed” only on 
Asiatic and African countries. 

He says it is not a contract 
but a “veritable capitulation” 
and that it constitutes an of- 
fense to Argentina's national 
dignity. Dr. Silenzi takes special 
exceptiin to the provisions for 
third party arbitration of dis- 
putes and for heavy indemnities.

Brief Look at Soviet Factories — 
Gives Lie to Worker's Paradise’ 


There Is a Shocking Disregard for Em- 


ployes’ Health and Safety — Women 
Perform Much Heavy Labor.

OMMUNIST propaganda throughout the world hails the Soviet 
Union as the “worker’s paradise” and millions of people 


believe it, but it takes only a 


brief first-hand study of Soviet 


factories to see the cruel jest in this slogan. The worker receives 
far less consideration from the bosses in Russia than from the 
most exploitative factory manager in the non-Communist world. 


The American farm delegation 
to the U.S.S.R. was taken | 
through through five factories— | 
three tractor plants, a flour mill | 
and a meat-packing plant. In all | 
of the time we were shocked by | 


the absence of ordinary safe- 
guards for the workers’ safety 
and health. 

In any appraisal of the Soviet 
system, one must make due al- 
lowances for the terrible toll of 
World War II. Much of the en- 
ergy and resources of thé U.S. 
S.R. have been taken up by the 
enormous job of rebuilding 
since 1945. 


Splendid Reconstruction. 

Our delegation frankly ad- 
mired and applauded the splen- 
did reconstruction work done in 
such cities as Stalingrad, Khar- 
kov, Rostov, Novorossisk and 
Dnepropetrovsk, which were 
practically leveled by the Ger- 
mans, 

But the drain of war and post- 
war rebuilding period cannot 
explain the disregard of the 
worker as an individual. In Rus- 
sia, the worker seems to be only 
a factor of productidn and an 
easily replaceable one at that. 

The three tractor factories we 
saw are in Kharkov, Stalingrad 
and Rubtsovsk. They all produce 
the standard 54 - horsepower 
diesel tractor which is the work- 
horse of collective and state 
farms. 

In these factories lighting con- 
ditions are poor. In some spots 
only one small bulb 30 feet off 
the floor lights the work space | 
for 40 or 50 workers. | 
Floors Are Greasy. 
Floors are uneven. and. 


Factory workers get about 800 
to 1000 rubles a month on the 
average, plus bonuses which 
seem to run from 200 to 500 
more, The standard work week 
is 48 hours. We were told that 
= Wages were paid for over- 

me, 


In the Kharkov plant we were 
told that half the work force 
was women: In Stalingrad, the 
director said only 25 to 27 per 
cent were women and in 
Rubtsovsk the figure given us 
was 40 per cent. From what we 
saw, walking through the plants, 
I would have guessed the figures 
to be even higher. Women were 
working in foundries; they were 
running huge machines; they 
were lifting, hauling, painting— 
doing every job men were doing. 


Many Workers Seem Very Young. 


Many of the workers seemed 
very young—both boys and girls. 
We were told that 18 was the 
minimum age, but that some 14 
to 18-year-old trainees worked 
part time. 


The director of the Stalingrad 
factory told us that productiv- 
ity per worker was up 65 per 
cent in the last five years. We 
then asked how much wages had 
advanced. He said 25 per cent. 

We asked why increased pro- 
ductivity wasn’t reflected in 
higher wages. His reply sound- 
ed strange coming from a face 
tory boss in the “worker's para- 
dise.” 

“Productivity naturally goes 
ahead of the wage rate,” he said. 

He added that the gap would 
not be filled. In other words, 
wage rates would continue te 
fall behind productivity.

The immediacy with which open warfare fol- 
lowed Secretary of State Dulles’s proposal for 
peace is a measure of the obstinate problem 
facing Western diplomacy in the Near East. 

Shortly after Mr. Dulles offered a plan to 
stabilize Israeli:Arab relations, Israel accused 
Egypt of major aggression because of attacks 
along the Gaza front. Then Egyptian and Is- 
raeli warplanes engaged in brief combat. 

Since clashes have been increasing along the 
Israel border for months, the new outbreak 
cannot be considered a reaction to Mr. Dulles’s 
plan. Rather the military incidents prove that 
a peace plan is urgently necessary and must be 
pushed with all the strength the United States 
and its allies can bring to bear on Israel and 
the Arab states. 

Fortunately both Britain and- Franee. have 
commented favorably on the Dulles plan, and it 
should be possible for the Western powers to 
agree on it or something like it, and to present 
a united front for peace in Palestine. 

While the Dulles proposals do not answer every 
hope of the Arabs and Jews, his plan does offer 
assistance in settling on final boundaries, on 
resettlement of Arab refugees from Palestine and 
on economic development. 

Fundamentally, the West has come to realize 
that an armistice is not a substitute for a peace, 
and that an armistice which has endured shakily 
for six long years must be replaced or it may 
only serve renewed hatreds and outbreaks. 

Israel's initial reception to the Dulles plan is 
friendly enough, though Israel is unlikely to wel- 
come the hint that her borders can be changed. 
The Arab states, however, still seem unwilling 
to grant that Israel has won a place for itself in 
That is a cause of dissension 

Under the State Depart- 
ment is compelled to seek immediate attention 
for its peace project, first in Cairo, next in Tel 
Aviv and finally in the other Arab capftals. The 
fullest support of the British and French gov- 
ernments should be sought for diplomacy.

Also, cannot more 
creativity be brought to these shows? Must they 
enthrall by the crudest devices? 

The classics of detective fiction are not littered 
with corpses and soaked with blood. Considered 
only from the viewpoint of holding attention, 
there must come a time when the scream loses 
its terror, the blood its color, and the blunt 
instrument its dull sound. 

The committee’s recommendations skirt cen- 
sorship. .They suggest stronger controls by the 
FCC, citizens’ counciis, “collective responsibility” 
by station managers, and a tightened industry 
code.

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A Second Look at Boone 

County Councilman Thomas Dunne of the First 
district shows good sense when he says that he 
will give the Daniel Boone expressway plan a 
second thought. Most of the time heretofore, 
Councilman Dunne has voted with the opponents 
of the expressway. Now he indicates he may 
change his mind if the State Highway Commis- 
sion will assure the Council that it would keep 
open in all weather the Red Feather highway 
portion of the route. 

Such assurance has already been given in pub- 
lic statements by the Highway Commission, and 
there ought to be little difficulty about repeating 
it for the County Council’s particular benefit. 

The shortcomings of the present Red Feather 
highway have been exaggerated out of all pro- 
portion by opponents of the Boone route. But 
persons who have seen this highway closed at 
the first fall of snow are entitled to assurance 
that when it becomes a part of the Boone route 
it will be maintained as an all-weather highway, 
with drainage and surface improvements, by the 
Highway Commission. Exactly such an arrange- 
ment has always been in the commission’s plans. 

The only substantial objections to the route 
left, then, are those of some Richmond Heights 
residents who would prefer that the expressway 
be located in some other neighborhood. But if 
the decision were left up to the local neighbor- 
hood alone—this one or any other—no express- 
way would ever be Suilt. With regrets and apolo- 
gies to those it would inconvenience, the state 
and county must build the thoroughfare where 
it would do the most good in the shortest time 
at the least cost. The Boone route does that. 

Isn't it time for the County Council to quit 
kicking this issue around, and approve a contract 
authorizing the state to acquire right-of-way for 
the Boone route? This would permit some of the 
preliminaries to be started while the county 
awaits the bond issue election. It might save 
months in putting the expressway into service.

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An Old, Old Headache 


The parking headache which Harry Wilensky 
described in Sunday's Post-Dispatch is one of 
the oldest headaches still with us. 

It took St the Third 
Street Interregional Mighway which will add to 
parking when opened in 
October. The parking headache became acute a 
decade ago after World War II. 

St. Louis now lacks 5678 needed parking spaces 
downtown, aceording to one survey. By bringing 
in more traffic, the Third Street Highway will 
create a demand for 1000 more spaces. Closing 
the riverfront lot would throw 4000 more cars 
into the area if Congress ever decides to go 
ahead with the Jefferson riverfront memorial. 

Yet no dirt has been moved, no concrete 
or blacktop poured. No parking sites have 
been chosen. No parking authority has been 
established. 

Kansas City has built an underground garage 
next to its municipal auditorium. Many other 
cities have built and leased or are operating 
their own garages and parking lots. What are 
the causes of St. Louis's inaction? 

Primarily, the city has not established any 
definite parking or financing plan with which 
it could work. 

Merchants who want parking space for cus- 
tomers have been too disposed to leave the prob- 
lem to the city. 

Private parking operators have argued that 
they could handle the problem, meanwhile rais- 
ing prices steadily

St. Louis cannot wait on state legislation. It 
already has authority to acquire and lease prop- 
erty for parking and thus can combine its re- 
sources with private assistance.

Mme. Pandit, India’s high commissioner to 
Britain, is as gracious as she is brilliant, and 
therefore when she has an occasional complaint 
it commands a special attention.

Tangled ethnological, political and religious strains complicate 
French Morocco problem which has erupted in violence; nation- 
alists once drew most strength from Arabs, with aid of Spain 
and Reds; now recruiting Berber leaders; Jews attacked.

The present disorders in Morocco 
could lead to the recall of the French 
Parliament and perhaps to the down- 
fall of the Faure Government. The 
government of former Premier Pierre 
Mendes-France fell on Feb, 5 after de- 
feat on a vote on African policy. 

The United States, with four large 
strategic air bases and the use of a 
naval base in Morocco at stake, has 


been tending to support French policy. . 


Representatives of 17 Asian and 
African states, who have been trying 
since 1952 to get the United Nations 
to act on Morocco, on Aug. 23 asked 
U.N. Secretary General Hammarskjold 
to do what he could to stop the blood- 
shed there. France takes the position 
that its troubles in North Africa are do- 
mestic problems, hence none of the 
U.N.’s business. 

Tangled ethnological, political and 
religious strains complicate any analy- 
sis of the Moroccan powder keg. Ex- 
cept for about 400,000 Europeans, most- 
ly French, and a minority of some 
250,000 Jews, almost all the 9,000,000 


Moroccans are basically Berbers. But 
the Berbers are not a race. They are 
a Mediterranean people, primarily 


Caucasian, with Negroid admixtures. 
The Arab infiltration of Morocco 


began in the seventh century and ran . 


through the fourteenth century. The 
initial Arabs failed to conquer Morocco; 
indeed the Moors in the eleventh cen- 
tury conquered Moslem (or Arab) 
Spain. But the Arabs brought with them 
the Moslem faith. It took root, build- 
ing upon and adapting the original 
Berber culture. 

Berbers and Arabs intermingled and 
intermarried freely, and still do. All 
call themselves orthodox Moslems, al- 
though, as is usual with the Islamic 
faith, pagan rites live on, particularly 


among the Berber tribes. Arabs have 
been Berberized and Berbers Arabized. 

So any distinction that-can be drawn 
must be between the Arab-speaking 
Moroccans and the _ Berber-speaking 
(Berber is no longer a written lan- 
guage.) 

Until recently, the nationalist move- 
ment drew its strength from the so- 
called Arabs, with the support of Span- 
ish propaganda, Communist influences, 
and the Arab League. Nationalists agi- 
tate for the return of Sultan Mohammed 
Ben Youssef, or Mohammed V, deposed 
by the French in August 1953. 


The French were backed by the chief 
Berber leader, Pasha Thami El Glaoui 
of Marrakesh. El] Glaoui is leagued with 
anti-nationalist French colons and has 
the backing of the former Resident-Gen- 
eral, Marshal Alphonse-Pierre Juin. 


Some Berber Caids (tribal leaders) 
are now reported swinging over to the 
nationalist cause. The natives in the 
massacre at Oued Zem on Aug. 20 were 
Berbers. These defections strengthened 
the nationalists in their talks with 
Premier Edgar Faure that opened at 
Aix-les-Bains on Aug. 23. 

Moslem mobs have driven some 1000 
native Jews from their homes at Maza- 
gan. _Anti-Semitic slogans are popular 
as well with extremist French youths 
in Morocco. The Jews in Morocco, aside 
from French citizens, are mostly de- 
scendants of Sephardic Jews who fled 
Spain during the Inquisition. 

The Jews and -Arabs tend to congre- 
gate in the cities; the Berbers, at least 
until recently, in the hills. Ironically, 
in view of Spanish pro-nationalist prop- 
aganda, the nationalists are also sup- 
ported by Spain’s long-time enemy and 
the father of the modern nationalist 
movement, Abd el Krim, a Riff (Ber- 
ber) leader now in exile in Egypt. 


How to Treat a Doctor

Whether to tell the doctor is a com- 
plex problem, but an accepted ethical 
hazard of being a patient. For instance, 
when ill with a high temperature, pains 
in the back and limbs, and a headache, 
you may suggest that you have flu, 
though there is always the risk that your 
doctor will bitingly reply that it is his 
job to make the diagnosis. On the other 
hand merely to enumerate your symp- 
toms may attract a diagnosis of “mild 
pyrexia with hysterical overlay.” 

The solution is to know your doctor 
and treat him as a whole person with a 
definite personality and background. 

Of course your illness will be called 
after the doctor, unless your name is 
Easter, Whitsun, or August, and the pub- 
lication of your illness occurs at the 
topical bank-holiday, but that is really 
a small loss for having a real illness. 

Study your doctor and decide wheth- 


er you need medicine or sympathy. If 
the former then stress the dominant 
pain and keep quiet about the others; 
if the latter throw out some hints about 
pressure of work, hard-hearted parents, 
bureaucracy and Civil Servants (always 
a winner). Don’t tell him straight away 
that it’s your nerves, but let him tell 
you, and don’t whatever you do, follow 
up his diagnosis by asking “which 
nerve?” 

Remember only the doctor may make 
such jokes; for the patient to do so 


shows a blunting of affect and shallow- 


ness of emotion. The doctor will reas- 
sure you that though he agrees that 
your pain is really there, it isn’t really. 
You may well leave him muttering 

As I was going up the stair 

I had a pain that wasn’t there. 

It wasn’t there again today, 

I wish my pain would go away.

In invading the American market, the 
Volkswagen people are counting on the 
vitality of the idea that put this coun- 
try on wheels in the first place. The 
Volkswagen is cheap, and highly stand- 
ardized. Engine is simple and rugged, 
hard to get out of order and easy to 


repair. And it doesn’t go out of style,

the millionth Volkswagen came off 
German assembly lines, and it was sub- 
stantially the same car as the first one. 
Finally, the Volkswagen people believe 
in passing along to their customers 
some of the benefits of lowered produc- 
tion costs, whereas American car man- 
ufacturers believe in passing them 
along to the-UAW. 

All this was Henry Ford’s idea, way 
back before automobiles became the 
victims of high style.

After two world wars instigated by 
Germany, the western section of this 
twice beaten nation, the German Federal 
Republic, has the task of maintaining 
and strengthening an order in the free 
world diametrically opposed to the Na- 
tional Socialist, or Nazi, regime. 

Under the leadership of Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, the Federal Repub- 
lic representing 50,000,000 free Ger- 
mans, has proved itself economically 
solvent in the 10 years following the end 
of World War II. The uppermost thought 
in the minds of free Germans, however, 
is the reunification of their nation: re- 
unification based on the principles of 
unity, liberty and justice without dom- 
ination or influence of the Soviet Union. 

In “World Indivisible,” a compilation 
of recent statements and speeches by 
Adenauer, the Chancellor prefaced his

Strauss, who recently, re- 
turned from the international 
conference in Geneva on peace- 
ful uses of atomic energy, said 
it's impossible to say exactly 
what the United States learned 
there from other nations. He 
said that after the hundreds of 
formal papers-presented, discus- 
sions and private talks are an-

Strauss said he believed the ex- 
change was fair under the cir-| 
cumstances.

“They want to be hiked and 
confided in. But most of them 
don’t know as much as their 
greenest file-clerks as to how 
to go about it.” 

These words, heartening in- 
deed to boss-fearers, are the 
opinion of an expert on trou- 
bled executives and unhappy em- 
ployes—a man named William 
Karp. Backed by 17 years of 
experience in guiding and reor- 
ganizing men’s careers for the 
Air Force, Veterans Administra- 
tion and the United Service for 
New Americans, Karp has 
opened a unique consulting serv- 
ice. 

The object: To help men, 
women and corporation presi- 
dents find contentment, adjust- 
ment and—upon request—more 
filthy old money in their jobs. 

“Oddly enough,” he says, “the 
business executives are the ones 
who seek aid most frequently, 
and most desperately. The lit- 
tle secretaries may sft down and 
think the boss is a big cool 
stinker who doesn’t care whether 
they live or die of starvation 
and frustration. But actually, 
the bosses are more deeply frus- 
trated than their help, fromm the 
cases I’ve seen.” 

What the big boys worry about 
most is the fact that their em- 
ployes don’t confide in them. 


They also are troubled when they 


feel they cannot afford to give 
more money to workers who de- 
serve it, and ask Karp to figure 
out a way they can win respect 
without plunging the company 
into debt. 


“For the men worried about 
lack of confidence,” says the 
counsellor, “‘we usually use clin- 
ical psychology to get the boss 
really interested in the people 
on his payroll. Once he knows 
what each of them does and is 
capable of, he is interested in 
them, and his interest shows up 
on his face. His employes see 
it, and begin to look on himsas a 
nice guy instead of a cold fish.” 

For the boss who is afraid to 
go into debt giving raises, finan- 
cial consultants are called in. 
They survey the situation and, 
if possible, plan a system for 
granting pay increases where 
they are merited. This immedi- 
ately makes a boss popular. 

If the executive is right, and 
raises are impossible, the boss

Now they want to take part and 
have a say in their Government 
and though, of course, habits 
and customs which grew up 
through centuries of feudalism 
could

change has come in the thinking 
of the people.

ARP also handles the cases 
Ko persons who feel that they 

are (1) not in the right pro- 
fession for their talents, or (2) 
don’t feel they have an opportu- 
nity to fulfill their capacities in 
present jobs. 

“Unfortunately,” he says, 
“most people who come in with 
those two problems are right.” 
He estimates, based on psycho- 
logical job-testing studies, that 
three out of four Americans are 
not in a job where they can best 
use their special attributes. 

In the past insecure decades 
of depression, however, “the 
fear of losing a job some- 


times so enormous that the aver- 
age man or woman simply lives 
with an unsavory situation, puts 
just enough into it to draw a 
wage, and never knows what he’s 
missing.” 

On Karp’s payroll are consult- 
ants in a variety of fields, from 
psychotherapy and _ vocational 
counseling to financial analysis. 
He has to have them all, he 
says, because in the business of 
bringing happiness to business 
men, every problem is new. 

“For years we have worried 
about marriage problems, for- 
eign relations, the welfare of 
animals and children,” Karp 
says. “Yet when it came to 
jobs—where a man spends most 
of his time and makes or breaks 
his ego and his fortune—that 
little nightmare has to be fought 
out by the individual alone. 

“Too many people didn’t know 
how to fight. And that’s why 
the problems now are all new 
and pretty big.”

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Of Fixing 
Fresh Corn

UGUST and early Septem- 

ber bring us the very best 

corn-on-the-cob. When it is 
freshly picked there is nothing 
in the long list of foods that is 
more appealing. 


It may not be mannerly to 

pick up an ear and practically 
gnaw off the kernels, but all 
rules on etiquette should lapse 
in corn season. If you are so 
unfortunate as to be unable to 
eat corn in this particular fash- 
fon it can, of course, be cut 
from the cob. 
_ There are even corn addicts 
that prefer it off the cob. Sev- 
eral of my Battle Creek, Mich. 
friends buy the ears by the 
bushel. They cut and freeze a 
quantity for winter use, and they 
are celebrated for the special 
types of corn pudding they pre- 
pare. ji 

Each, of course, believes that 
his or her recipe is the best. The 
man_in the case cuts the kernels 
with a special slitter and cooks 
the corn a short time in a double 
boiler, then he places it in a 
casserole, dots it liberally with 
butter and exposes it to oven 
heat just until it is thoroughly 
hot. This recipe by the way, is 
of Kentucky origin. 


My other friend was good 
enough to bring me a corn slit- 
ter and the corn so that I could 
prepare her recipe. This calls 
for blanching the ears first. 
After the kernels are cut they 
are placed directly in the cas- 
serole, dotted with butter and 
baked in a hot oven about 20 
minutes, 

I hve a preference of my own 
when I can bring myself to use 
the ears in ‘any fashion other 
thar whole. I like to combine 
the kernels with cream before 
I heat them in a double boiler.

School Problems

COW ices is your greatest problem?” we asked rou- 


tinely of a rather large group of 10- to 16-year-old 
boys and girls whom we have been studying dur- 
ing the last few years. And at every age, without exception, 


more children : answered 
“school” than gave any 
other answer. Fifteen- 
year - olds, interestingly 
enough, made the most 
complaints, but the story 


was the same at all the 
other ages. 

We tried a slightly dif- 
ferent approach. “What is 
your main worry?” we 
asked these same children. 
“School,” again, was out- 
standingly the leading an- 
swer at every age. 

We had not asked these questions at the ages below 10, 
but we suspect that the answers might have been much the 
same at these earlier age levels. 
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NOW ALL OF THIS isn’t too surprising. School is, 
obviously, the biggest task and the greatest challenge which 
most young children meet. Even if the school experience is 
a relatively happy and satisfactory one, and even if the child 
is well endowed, and getting along reasonably well in school, 
it is natural that he should, now and then, complairr about it. 
(And many children, unfortunately, are not having a happy 
and satisfactory school experience! Naturally they will com- 
plain.) 

However, the fact that, when given a completely free 
choice to mention anything in the world that is their prob- 
lem and their worry, children so consistently mention school, 


does and should make us stop and think. 

We don't expect that every ‘child is going to be con- 
sistently happy and pleased with school five days out of 
every week. Some subjects will always be hard for some 
children. Some teachers and children seem bound not to 
fully appreciate each other. But we do believe that with a 
little more knowledge: and understanding on the part of 
teachers and parents, more boys and girls could be happy 
and comfortable in school than are at present. 
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WE REALIZE that it’s going to take more than the writ- 
ten word to get all the pupils in all the schools correctly 
placed, successfully learning, enjoyably participating. 

However, as in all aspects of child behavior, increased 
knowledge about the behavior can certainly be a first step 
in correcting things when they have gone wrong. It can 
often help to prevent their going wrong. 


So, now at the beginning of another school year, we'd 
like to spend a few weeks discussing some of the most com- 
mon problems which come up with regard to school be- 
havior. We shall particularly emphasize some aspects of the 
extremes of nursery school behavior, and school behavior 
in the teens, since these are areas which we haven't talked 
about too much before. But we shall also review some ‘of 
our more basic notions about first grade entrance, and ad- 
justment in the early grades. 


It is our hope that these weeks on school behavior and 
school problems and on some of the possible solutions to 
these problems may reult in at least a few more children 
enjoying a happy and satisfactory school experience than 
might otherwise have been the case.

Reform Jewish Temple Named Housewife to Be First Woman Cantor in Judaism

NEW YORK, Aug. 29. 

HEN Mrs. Sheldon Robbins, 
W rewiy appointed cantor of 

Temple Avodah, a Reform 
Jewish congregation in Ocean- 
side, Long Island, sings her first 
service on Sept. 15, the eve of 
Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New 
Year, she will, as far as anyone 
knows, be the first woman in 
5000 years of Jewish history to 
assist a rabbi with services in a 
synagogue. 

Thirty-one-year-old Betty Rob- 
bins was named to the semi- 
sacred office of cantor by the 
unanimous vote of the board of 
trustees of Temple Avodah only 
after an intensive search by re- 
ligious authorities failed to find 
anything in Jewish law to bar 
the appointment. Thus she has 
upset a centuries-old Jewish tra- 
dition against women becoming 
cantors and made history in Re- 
form Judaism. 

Now hard at work rehearsing 
for Rosh Hashanah and Yom 
Kippur, the two holiest days of 
the Hebrew calendar, Betty is 
about to realize a dream she 
never thought to. see fulfilled. 

“‘As far back as I can remem- 
ber I always wanted to be a can- 
tor,” she explained in the living 
room of the comfortable Robbins 
home in Massapequa Park while 
her four children played about 
the floor. “But I thought it was 
an impossible dream. Now that 
l am realizing that dream, I feel 
deeply honored.” 

In previous years the 215 fam- 
ilies of Temple Avodah had 
somehow managed to afford to 
hire a professional cantor for 
the High Holy Days but this 
year, having just purchased a 


new organ, they found the 
congregation’s budget slightly 
strained. The temple trustees, 


however, had an idea and as far 
back as last April began explor- 
ing the possibility of making 
Mrs. Robbins, soloist of their 
15-voice choir, their cantor. 

Impressed by her sound knowl- 
edge of Hebrew language and 
ritual, they began consultation 
with religious authorities. When 
they found that although Jewish 
custom was against women 
cantors, there was nothing in 
Jewish law to prohibit such an 
appointment, they named her to 
the post, 

“I was overwhelmed by the 
honor that had come to me but 
I didn’t expect the attention I 
got,” Mrs. Robbins said. “I was 
invited to appear on any num- 
ber of radio and television _pro- 
grams but I had to refuse, I’m 
too busy rehearsing for the holy 
days. And besides, even if I 
hadn’t been so busy, I think I 
would have refused. This isn’t 
like winning a Dathing beauty 
contest.” 

Mrs. Robbins learned all] the 
principal services she will sing 
as cantor by heart many years 
ago. As a child in Europe, she 
loved to listen to the cantors 
sing. One of her favorites, to 
whom she listened on records, 
was the late great American 
cantor, Joseph -Rosenblatt.

Born Betty Abramson in Ca- 
valla, Greece, near Salonika, the 
daughter of a cafe owner, the 
newly-appointed cantor of Tem- 
ple Avodah began her Hebrew 
education at the age of five 
when her family moved to the 
Free City of Danzig. At the age 
of six she became the only girl 
in the all-boy choir at the syna- 
gogue there. 


At 16, Betty’s happy childhood 
was interrupted by the Hitler 
invasion of Poland. In the win- 
ter of 1939 the storm troopers 
set fire to the Danzig synagogue 
during the service and a short 
time later Betty and her mother 
and father felt the direct hand 
of the German persecutors of the 
Jews. While German soldiers 
nailed tight the front door of 
their home before setting fire 
to the house, the three fled 
through a rear window and 
found refuge with friends who

hid them from the storm troop- 


ers. 

Finally they were able to es- 
cape from Poland and eventu- 
ally found sanctuary in Sydney,

Sheldon Robbins—the family 
name was Rabinowitz and his 
parents came from Bessarabia— 
has been, like Mrs. Robbins, 
steeped in the religious tradi- 
tions of Judaism. 

When Mrs. Robbins was ap- 
pointed cantor of Temple Avo- 
dah, Herbert M. Weisberg, presi- 
dent of the Reform congregation, 
called the appointment “an im- 
portant step in_ establishing 
equality of men and women in 
Reform practice” and empha- 
sized that tradition rather than 
law had heretofore prohibited 
women cantors. 

Women have always taken a 
subordinate place in synagogue 
services, although they § are 
lavishly praised in Jewish scrip- 
ture. They may not take Bar 
Mitzvah, the rite of confirmation 
of boys at the age of 13, and 
may not participate in men’s 
morning prayers or in minions 
or group services. 

Women have never been con- 
sidered as possible rabbis or 
cantors in Orthodox or Con- 
servative temples, but recently 
the Conference of American 
Rabbis voted to study for one 
year the question of ordaining 
women as rabbis of Reform con- 
gregations. Mrs. Robbins’s ap- 
pointment as cantor of Temple 
Avodah was possible because 
Reform congregations are self- 
governing in such matters. 

Since it was announced that 
Mrs. Robbins had been ap- 
pointed the first woman cantor 
in Jewish history, she has had 
many letters and telegrams. 

“The letters and telegrams 
have been from people of all 
faiths,”’ she says happily. “IT am 
a very happy woman.’

(b) Opener must not rebid 
spades on less than a six-card 
suit. (c) The one no-trump re- 
sponse was an absolute force ‘in 
this system), hence opener must 
now bid a minor suit, even a 
three-carder, if he lacks . the 
stipulated long spade suit and 
also lacks the values for a no- 
trump raise. (d) Here comes the 
pay-off: responder “will (i.e.

partner’s original suit with two 
or more cards in that suit, and 
fewer than five cards in part- 
ner’s secondary suit.”
